It is reasonable to presume that 


this is true because the United Stat- 
es isn't actually at war. We are mere- 
ly taking steps to adequately defend 
ourselves. Conscription for an actual 
war must be fast and hard-boiled 
—but conscription in the absence of 
war should be slower, more lenient. 


Always remembering, however, that 


any man subject to the draft who 
fails for whatever reason to register 
at some precinct somewhere in the 
United States on October 16 will have 
violated a federal law and will have 
let himself in for unknown trouble.
